The news of Major Logan's death reach- 
ed the war department in a cablegram 
from General Otis, under date of Manila. 
The information came to General Otis 
through a report from General Wheaton 
describing the battle on Sunday last, the 
12th instant, near San Jacinto, between 
the Thirty-third infantry, to which Major 
Logan was attached, and 1,200 intrenched 
insurgents. 

Feli at the Head of His Battalion. 

Major Logan fell at the head of his 
which he was gallantly lead- 
His command succeeded 
in routing the insurgents, who left 
eighty-one dead in the trenches. Besides 
Major Logan six enlisted men were kill- 
ed, while Captain Green and eleven men 
were wounded. 

The news of Major Logan's death was 
conveyed to his mother, Mrs. John A. 
Logan, by a personal note from Secreta- 
ry Root, sent by Major Johnson, assist- 
ant adjutant general. Mrs. Logan was 
prostrated by the shock, but later in the 
day recovered her composure, and driv- 
ing down town communicated with young 
Mrs, Logan at Youngstown, O., over the 
long distance telephone,

Major Marsh 
flanked a small trench full of insurgents, 
surprising them and slaughtering nearly 
all of them before entering the town. 
The gatling killed five of-the force hola- 
ing the bridge and swept the country be- 
yond the town, driving about 150 Filipinos 
into the hills. Marsh’s battalion, enter- 
ing the town first, captured a flag, which 
was flying over a convent. The 
gents are supposed to have retreated to- 
ward Dagupan.

He re- 
ceived an appointment to West Point 
academy and attended for two years, but 
never graduated, Mr. Logan tie “om 
barked in the real estate business in 
Washington, but after his marriage to 
Miss Edith Andrews, daughter of the 
late C. H. Andrews, March 22, 1887, he 
had since resided here, He was engaged 
in limestone mining and at one time con- 
ducted a fancy stock farm.

In May, 
1898, he received from President MckKin- 
ley the appointment of assistant adjutant 
general with the rank of first lieutenant 
On the staff of General John C. Bates.

DYNAMITE MINES OBJECTED 10 


News from the Seat of War Reaches 
Londor. Slowly and Great Ap- 
prehension Is Experienced 
by the British Gov- 

ernment. i. 


London, November 15.—There {s no ad- 
ditional news regarding the progress of 
hostilities in South Africa this morning, 
except a dispatch from Mafeking, fcr- 
warded by a runner, dated October 8lst, 
which says that during the afternoon 
General Cronje, the Boer commander, 
sent an envoy to Colonel Baden-Powell, 
under a flag of truce, to declare that he 
did not consider the Geneva convention 
authorized the flag*of the Red Cross §o- 
ciety to fly from several buildings at once 
in the town and that in his opinion the 
employment of natives against whites 
and the use of dynamite mines were both 
opposed to the rules of war. 

Colonel] Baden-Powell repHed that the 
the number of ‘Red Cross stations per- 
missible and that the Boers were only re- 
quired to respect the convent, the hos- 
pital and women’s laager, all of which 
were beyond the town limits. The Brit- 
ish commander also pointed out that 
mines were recognized adjuncts of civil- 
ized warfare and that the defenses of 
Pretoria were extensively mined. Mofe- 
over, he reminded General Cronje that 
the Boers had fired upon natives, burned 
their kraals and raided their cattle and 
that the natives only defended their 
lives and property. 

Boers Shell the Hospital. 

Despite these warnings from Colonel 
Raden-Powell, the Boers continued de- 
liberately to shell the hospital and the 
women’s laager. The sending of the Boer 
the dispatch says, 
as a mere pretext for penetrating into the 
British lines at Mafeking. According to 
the latest reports, the town is confident 
of its ability to hold out until the end 
of the campaign. 

So far as Kimberley is concerned, the 
mental condition of the British there may 
be judged from the fact that three wed- 
dings have taken place since the siege be- 
gan, the last having been celebrated on 
November 8th.

Threats To Hang Kruger. 

President Kruger’s threat has excited 
widespread indignation. The Daily News 
demands that his friends should promptly 
inform him that his own neck and that of 
Dr. Reitz, the Transvaal state secretary, 
will be held responsible for any such vio- 
lation of the elementary rules of civilized 
‘warfare. 

For once the censorship is blamed on 
account of laxity. It is asserted that the 
censor ought to have suppressed the 
story of Father Matthews regarding the 
surrender at Niecholson’s Nek, which, 
while too vague to be considered evi- 
dence, must cause some uneasiness. The 
feeling is that unti!.correct accounts have 
been ascertained it would have been wiser 
not to circulate mere gossip. 

The grea t delay on South African 
cables, now amounting practically to five 
days, and the lack of definite news from 
Ladysmith, give rise to some apprehen- 
sion, which is only relieved by the fact 
that no adverse tidings have come from 
either Boer or British sources. 

Buller’s Whereabouts Unknown. 


Nothing is known as to the where- 
abouts of General Sir Redvers Buller 


H. M. S. Powerful has arrived at Simon’s 
bay from Durban and begun to coal, The 
cruiser will return to Duroan immediate- 
ly with more guns. Lord George Hamil- 
ton, secretary of state for India, an- 
nounced in a speech last evening that a 
relief force would immediately be sent to 
Ladysmith, but beyond that nothing is 
known of the British plan of campaign 
and equal secrecy shrouds the movements 
of the Boers.

“It is another illustration of British 
contempt for the Boers that they treated 
the retirement as though it were an ad- 
vance and preserved the enemy’s line of 
communication as carefully as if it had 
been our own.”

Many of the Citizens Will Not Ex- 
press Themselves on the Sub- 
ject—Mercer Student Bad- 
ly Hurt While Play- 
ing Football. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., November 14.—(Special.)—The 
Constitution's offer of $5300 to help pay off 
the indebtedness of the Dixie Interstate 
fair, held here in 18%, is still causing con- 
siderable talk, and the suggestion offered, 
that the money be raised by popular sub- 
scription to pay that indebdtedness, is still 
meeting with favor. 


Many prominent citizens of Macon 


were seen today by your correspondent , 


and they expressed themselves as being 
in favor of the popular subscription plan 
to raise the necessary amount. Whether 
that will be done remains to be seen. 
While expressions are favorable toward 
it, nobody has taken the first step to 
make the necessary canvass. The local 
papers have made no move yet, but as 
was stated yesterday, all that remains 
necessary is a 
rolling, and it is the opinion that money 


will begin to roll in. 

The editorial in this morning’s Consti- 
tution, entitled “Soothing Sirup for a 
Contemporary,” has been discussed by 
many people, who express their approval 
of it. It states the case exactly. Some 
people still seem to have it in for The 
Constitution, and their views are given 
with other people who favor the plans 
suggested, and who appreciate the cffer 
of The Constitution. 

Colonel C. M. Wiley: “I think the Ma- 
con people should pay up their debts. I 
don’t think The Constitution should be 
called on.

I asked him to 
give me the results of his experiment. Mr. 
Wing said that the cow that was fed on pea- 
vine hay made above her keep, for three 
months, $8.57, or $2.85 per month. The one fed 
on cotton-seed hulls made above her keep §2.15, 
or 72 cents per month. The one fed on shred- 
ded corn stalks made $14.59 above her keep, -or 
$4.86 per month. The stalks used in this test 
stood in the fleld until the corn was crib-dry 
before thev were shredded, So you see you do 
not have to be in in a great hurry to get them 
shredded at a certain time, The only regquire- 
ment is, they must be thoroughly dry before 
they are shredded (another experiment for beef 
by Mr. Wing). I had some stalks cut down 
and shocked in the fleld until thoroughly dry, 
they wore then hauled up and stacked back of 
the barn, and there remained until the next 
summer before they were shredded and fed lv 
the cows. Instead of the cows losing in milk 
and butter, there Was an increase, I had a 
talk with en extensive cattle feeder about the 
velue of corn stalks some time ago, and hea 
said if he had known the value of eorn stalks 
sooner, he could have saved enough. grain to 
have been independent.° He also said that be- 
fore he began to feed his corn stalks to his 
stock some of them were sick most all of the 
time, but now he seldom had a@ sick mule or 
horse, * 

A gentleman in north Georgia said he shro1- 
ded and baled 200 bales of corn stalks and fed 
it to his stock with great satisfaciion. or 
Stubbs, of Louisiana, a short time ago, 
speech to the Georgia legislature, said:

picture than fireworks. 

From the number of the meteors and 
the rapidity with which they move it will 
appear that they strike each other and 
are mixed in a brilliant, 
but scientists declare that each is a sep- 
arate body and that they are at least 200 
miles apart, and while they appear to 
dart about in different directions, without 
regard to each other, they are following 
a genera! direction and keeping on a con- 
tinual movement around the sun. 

It is believed that the meteors 
will be seen tonight are fragments 
-twin comets of 1366 and that they 
in the path of that famous pair. 

From the earth the meteors appear to 
issue from the vicinity of the constella- 
tion Leo and for this reason they are 
known as Leonids. As a matter of fact, 
the constellation has nothing to do witn 
the meteors, but only happens to be in 
the line of their flight. 

The last display of the kind occurred 
On November 14, 1866, and was a magnifi- 
cent and imposing display. It is expected 
that the one tonight will be fully its 
equal, and if predictions come true the 
sky will be filled by millions of bright me- 
teors that will cause wonder and admira- 
tion, 

Scientists are taking more interest in 
this fall of meteors than they have taken 
in any event in recent years and the pre- 
parations that have been made for it 
make it assured that it will be well and 
carefully studied from every point of 
view.

Mayor Signs Paper Appropriatiag 
$2,600 To Begin Work, 


WAS THOUGHT HE OPPOSED IT' 


County Commissioners Will Bear 


Half the Expense. 


THE MAYOR TALKS OF THE APPROPRIATION 


Says th» Street Will Be Left in Good 
Condition—Work To Begin at 
Once. 


Mayor Woodward announced yesterday 
that he had approved the council resolu- 
tion appropriating $2,500 toward the im- 
provement of Edgewood avenue, from 
Piedmont avenue to Jackson street. The 
work will probably begin at once. 

The major expressed great concern on 
Friday last, when the resolution was be- 
fore the aldermanic board, as to whether 
the street would be left in good condition 
after the money was-expended upon it. 
He explained his position by saying that 
he did not desire o have any debts left 
over to an incoming administration, nor 
streets that were impassable. He signi- 
fied his intention of opposing the measure 
unless he had some assurance that the 
street would be left in passable shape. 

The arrangement entered into is for the 
county to bear half the expense of grad- 
ing and otherwise improving the avenue. 
The cost of the work is estimated at 
$30,000, which leaves only $15,000 for the 
city to pay. The mayor stated to the al- 
dermanic board that funds might not be 
available next year to continue the work 
and he wanted some guarantee that the 
street would be left in as good condition 
as now. He said yesterday that he had 
received that guarantee from the county 
commissioners.

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CHAPTER I. + 
William F»wen Becomes Georgia's Fixec- 
utive Head on Overthrow of Royal Gov- 
ernment. Joseph Habersham Puts 
Governor Wright Under Arrest. Lat- 
ter’'s Escape to British Ships. Second 
Provincial Congress. Georgia's Delega- 
tion to Philadelphia.

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Upon the triumphant overthrow, as we 
have seen, of kingly rule in Georgia, a 
republican government was at once és- 
tablished, the Council of Safety consti- 
tuting the nucleus for the administration 
of the affairs of the settlement. William 
Ewen was then the president ef that un- 
daunted council, and so enjoyed the dis- 
tinction of virtually being the primal 
gubernatorial head of the liberated com- 
monwealth. In January, 1776, British war 
vessels conveying troops ‘arrived off Ty- 
bee, their apparent intention being to 
compass the subjugation of the rebellious 


province. No systematic rules having as 
yet been formulated for the guidance of 
the distracted settlement with a view to 
measurably supplying that grievous de- 
sideratum, the provincial congress, on the 
sth of April, 1776, adopted a temporary 
constitution, as ‘“‘the groundwork of a 
more stable and formal government.” 
Under the provisions of this republican 
constitution, an election for president and 
commander in chief was soon held, which 
resulted favorably to the candidacy of 
Hon. Archibald Bulloch. A more admira- 
ble choice could not have been made, and 
in his patriotic custody Georgia had the 
privilege of remaining throughout the in- 
cipient months of the eventful crisis. 
Some weeks prior to his official installa- 
tion occurred the first revolutionary pas- 
sage-at-arms within the borders of the 
commonwealth.
